su ggested as the secretary ’s salary , bu t 
the m atter was carried o v er u ntil the 
nex t meeting.

ex tension of water mains was referred 
to the water and light committee. 
The p etitions of Donald Smith and 
Ru ssel Casady to constru ct his own 
sidew alk on N inth street, w as granted, 
and bond fix ed at $100. 
The attention of the cou ncil was 
called to a settling or cav ing in of a 
p art of the floor at the water and light 
p lant and a motion that the same he 
fix ed was carried, and the water and 
light committee giv en p ower to act. 
May or

rep orted that he 
made a tender of the money which the 
cou ncil 
allowed 
ex -city 
attorney 
You ng to him, hu t that lie did not 
accep t, hu t requ ested that the m atter 
he held u p a few day s or u ntil the la t­ 
ter p art of this week. 
Clerk and treasu rer’s memorandu m 
or rep ort was receiv ed and p laced on 
file. 
The m arshal's rep ort showing 
collection of $9 .00 for sl» owT license 
was receiv ed and p laced on file. 
The su p erintendent of the wTater and 
light p lant made his rep ort, showing 
the total receip ts for the month of 
May to be $18 07 .41, disbu rsements, 
$6 8 1.20, leav ing a balance of $1125.21. 
Ordinance No. 150, fix ing the salar­ 
ies of officers was read for the second 
and third times and accep ted. 
The bond of Thomas Geraghty for 
the grading of Eighth street between 
Harrison and Main was accep ted. 
William McBride was selected as a 
member of the school hoard in the 
p lace of R. F. Scudder, w hose term 
ex p ires this y ear. 
He had no op p osi­ 
tion. 
On motion of Pu rcell, the serv ices 
of Jacob Stewart at the water and 
light p lant were disjx u ised w ith and 
Thomas Ev ans was ap p ointed in his 
p lace. 
A motion that the city emp loy a 
civ il engineer for a time at $5.7 5 p er 
day was carried, and the committee 
on streets and alley s was giv en p ower 
to emp loy some one. 
A motion that the office of Su p t. 
Ong of the water and light p lant be 
mov ed to 
the p lant from the city 
bu ilding was discu ssed, to which p ro­ 
cedu re Ong objected, sav ing that it 
was necessary to be u p town to collect 
water and light rents, bu t cou ncil 
seemed to think he ou ght to keep in 
tou ch w ith the p lant and that some 
arrangement might be made by which 
the water rents cou ld be p aid at the 
city treasu rer’s office, hu t the m atter 
was carried ov er u ntil the nex t meet­ 
ing. 
Petitions of Lon Pea and Lon Stew- 
art for ex tension of water mains was 
referred to committee on water and 
light. 
G. G. Manzy p etitioned the cou ncil 
to mov e an electric light p ole that 
stood w here he wanted to bu ild a ce­ 
ment ap p roach from the cu rb to his 
sidewalk, and the cou ncil gav e him 
p ermission to mov e it at his own cost. 
The street commissioner was again 
giv en p owere to rep air the fou ndation 
of Mrs. Hay es* hou se on Sex ton street, 
which was washed 
ou t 
badly by 
Hodge’s branch. 
The street 
committee 
was giv en 
p ower to p u rchase two car loads o f 
stone to be u sed in filling holes in the 
eitv streets.

Heirs o f Ann McCarty to Test 


Validity o f Instrument. 


Su it was began in the circu it cou rt 
today by Patrick M. Roach, against 
Thomas Amos, EdW&rd Amos, John J. 
Roach, Katherine Roach, and A rthu r 
B. Irv in, ex ecu tor of the will of Ann 
McCarty , deceased, to declare the will 
of decedent inv alid. 
The comp laint alleges that decedent, 
who died Ap ril 16 th, 19 04, was worth 
at the time of her death, $5500, w hich 
u nder the law, p laintiff and defend­ 
ants wou ld inherit jointly , bu t that 
the w ill gav e $500 to Thomas Amos, 
$1000 to Edward Amos, and the re­ 
mainder to John, Katherine and Anna 
Roach, and that no p art of the estate 
was bequ eathed to p laintiff. 
He asks that the will be set aside 
for the reasons that it was u ndu ly ex ­ 
ecu ted; that the decedent was of u n- 
sou nd inind; that the ex ecu tion of the 
will was p rocu red by u ndu e influ ence, 
and that at the time of the making of 
the wTill she did not hav e the mental 
cap acity to u nderstand the natu re or 
co nsequence of the will.

Occur To day at the Po wer Ho use 


— Of a Slight Nature, Ho w­ 


ev er. 


The anniv ersary has ju st been cele­ 
brated in Berlin of the day when, in 
1832, the old lawr forbidding any one 
to smoke in the streets was rep ealed. 


Three more accidents of a slight 
natu re occu rred at the p ower hou se 
du ring the cou rse of the p roceedings 
there today . 
The Rep u blican giv es an accou nt 
elsewhere of the man who fell striking 
his head against a rail while in the 
act of u nloading the steel rails at the 
p ower hou se, y esterday afternoon. 
This morning John Heaney , who 
was doing the same kind of work, had 
his ankle and foot mashed and sp rained 
hv a rail which tu rned ov er onto his 
foot. 
The rails weigh sev enty p ou nds 
to the y ard and are twenty y ards long. 
Abou t ten o’clock this morning a 
section of one of the large fly wheels 
which was being p icked u p by the big 
trav eling crane in the engine room 
and u p on which Oron McKinney was 
standiu g tu rned ov er and threw him 
down between the iron beams which 
are to su p p ort the engine room floor 
and into w hat is called the“ p it.’’ 
As 
a resu lt of the fall he has a badly 
sp rained ankle. 
While John Lewis 
was p ry ing a 
p iece of machinery in the bu ilding 
this morning with a p iece of p ip e, the 
instru m ent broke and threw him down 
throu gh the beams to the floor below’. 
He was somewhat bru ised and other-1 
wise inju red 
These are abou t the first accident« 
which hav e occu rred at the p ower 
hou se and while not of a v ery seriou s 
natu re it is to be hop ed that no more 
w ill occu r.

It is unfair to co ndemn the peo ple o f the 
stage fo r a co nditio n o f affairs fo r which the public is to blame. 
The uplifting o f the stage, therefo re, is the wo rk o f theater go ers, 
no t o f acto rs. When reco gnitio n is giv en to the drama as an EDUCA­ 
TIONAL institutio n, and no t merely as a recreatio n and an enter­ 
tainment, the stage will take its pro per place amo ng the wo rld’s 
civ ilizing agencies.

been equ ally p rou d of a bu ilding that 
cost a fou rth as mu ch and of a library 
w ith a fou rth the nu mber and v ariety 
of books. 
Bu t the town has grown 
rap idly in the last few y ears. 
Why ? 
Becau se its citizens added p u sh and 
energy to a wonderfu lly cheap fu el 
and other natu ral adv antages. 
And 
how were this p u sh and energy ap ­ 
p lied? 
To the Inquisitio n of facto ries. And 
how were these factories acqu ired? In 
many an instance by adding subsidies 
to natu ral gas. 
And w hy were sub­ 
sidies aid to thase indu stries? Be- 
rcau se it w’as a p rofitable thing to do. 
And why p rofi table? Becau se these 
indu stries brou ght thou sands of work­ 
ingmen and their families, and these 
thou sands requ ired all the comforts 
and necessaries of life, and this made 
a market for ev ery thing that was for 
sale—for real estate, for merchandise 
of all sorts. 
Then followed the library with its 
rich op p ortu nities for the 
asp iring 
among both the y ou ng and o ld ; then 
came additional edu cational institu *. 
tio n s; a conserv atory of m u sic; bu si­ 
ness colleges. 
And a street railroad 
also came, and with this came op p or­ 
tu nities for the p oor to enjoy ou tings 


in the cou ntry and v ariou s other de­ 
sirable 
ex p eriences that wou ld not 
otherw ise hav e come to them. 
And 
these are bu t a few' of the nu merou s 
illu strations of what the dev elop ment 
of indu stries means to the commu n­ 
ity . 
At the same time it w’ell iliu s- 
m 
trates the Rep u blican idea of dov olop 
ing the entire cou ntry .

Two local 
militia comp anies and a small army 
of armed dep u ties u nder Sheriff Ed­ 
ward Bell, are in fu ll control of the 
camp . Thou gh there has been no more 
tu rbu lence there is an u ndercu rrent of 
feeling which bodes 111. 
Secretary 
Clarence Hamlin ot the mine owners* 
association declares that 200 p rison­ 
ers now held in the armory in Victor 
will be ru n ov er the hi Is and warned 
nev er to retu rn. 
There is a minority 
element that 
wants to hang S. W. 
O’Connell, former marshal of Victor, 
su sp ended and u nder arrest, and also 
Alfred Miller, charged with hav ing 
started the riot which resu lted in the 
killing of Rox ie McGee at the mass 
meeting in Victor Monday afternoon, 
and sev eral other leaders. 
No hang­ 
ing will take p lace, howev er, in all 
p robability , u nless resistance is offered 
by word or action of the p risoners. It 
wou ld requ ire hu t little to hav e a 
wholesale hanging. 
Virgil King, a u nion leader, and fif­ 
teen others, arrested In Crip p le Creek, 
hav e been taken to Victor for dep orta­ 
tion. A w ell-grou ndru m or is to the 
effect that a large nu mber of u nion 
miners w’orking in the Portland will 
be arrested. 
The bu ilding owned and 
occu p ied by minors* u nion No. 40 
In Crip p le Creek is in charge of the 
militia. The front windows hav e been 
demolished and the big sign of the 
W. F. O. M. torn down. 
City Marshal W. J. Graham 
was 
forced to resign by the Citizens’ com­ 
mittee, headed by E. C. Newcomb, 
cashier of the First National hank, and 
H. N. Crowder was ap p ointed as his 
su ccessor to the city cou ncil, which 
conv ened at once to confirm him. Ju s­ 
tice of the Peace M. Harrington, said 
to be a u nion sy mp athizer, heard that 
the committee \*as to wait on him and 
tendered his resignation 
before the 
committee cou ld see him. 
Cou nty 
Ju dge Albert S. Frost is ou t of the 
city , bu t it is said he will he asked to 
realgn as soon as ho arriv es here, and 
§ o will Frank Mannlx , cou nty clerk 
and recorder. 
Both are attending the 
Democratic conv ention in Pu eblo. 
It 
Is fu rther rep orted that Assistant Dis­ 
trict Attorney J. C. Cole, who la v ery 
mu ch disliked by mine owners and 
members of the Citizens’ Alliance, will 
be comp elled to relinqu ish his office. 
All officeholders whose reaignations 
hav e been demanded hav e fu rnished 
them when threatened with hanging. 
The bloodhou nds in charge of Hu go 
Palmer of Trinidad trailed the assas­ 
sin who killed the Findlay miners to a 
mile bey ond Cly de station, a distance 
of three miles. 
There the scent was 
comp letely lost. 
It Is believ ed by the 
detectiv es working on the case that 
the assassin took a bu ggy at the p lace 
where the scent was lost and p roceed­ 
ed along the old stage road to Colorado 
Sp rings.

A MASS OF RUMORS 


No Definite News is Co ntini Out 


o f Po rt Arthur These Day s. 


St. Petersbu rg, Ju ne 3.—The gov ern­ 
ment, It is au thoritativ ely said today , 
has no more Information than the p u b­ 
lic of hap p enings in the neighborhood 
•f Port Arthu r. 
The lack of official 
news from sou thern Liao Tu ng was 
resp onsible for the u su al nu mber of 
ru mors y esterday , among them the 
rep orts from Che Foo and elsewhere 
that the Ru ssian squ adron had made a 
sortie from Port Arthu r and that the 
Jap anese had begu n a land attack u p on 
the fortress. 
The general staff cou ld 
neither confirm nor dony these stories 
any more than similar ones du ring the 
p ast forty -eight hou rs. 
Howev er, it 
was p ointed ou t that while a p relim­ 
inary shelling of the land defences of 
Port Arthu r was not imp robable, it is 
too early to ex p ect news of a seriou s 
assau lt which cou ld not be p ressed 
with any p rosp ect 
o f su ccess u ntil 
siege gu ns hav e been landed at Dalny , 
brou ght ov erland twenty miles, Pm- 
p laced and all the ardu ou s p reliminary 
work of a sy stematic adv ance against 
the ou ter works of Port Arthu r com* 
p i ©ted. 


HARASSED BY COSSACKS 


Jap an ese Army at Po rt Arth u r Do g g ed 


Fro m th e Rear. 
Laio Yang, Ju ne 8,—The Jap anese 
hav e drawn in their adv ance gu ards 
from Vafangow.

franchises having b een b ou ght b y the 
Morning Star. 
It had b een b elieved 
for some time that the Star wou id u l­ 
timately control the morning newspa­ 
per field here, consequ ently the formal 
annou ncement of this merger was not 
su rprising. 
The logical conclu sion is 
that the valu ab le Associated Press 
franchise thu s assu med b y the Star 
will b e divided with the Sentinel, 
which recently, u pon ab andoning the 
morning field, sold its franchise to the 
Star, as it is not b elieved that one 
paper can long control two franchises 
in a city of this importance. 
It is u n­ 
derstood that the Associated Press will 
not allow any paper to control an ex­ 
clu sive field, either morning or evening. 
The consideration paid b y Mr. McCu l-

normal

week the tem peratu re was seasonab le 
or slightly cooler.

Brie! History o! This Pioneer 
Church, its Work and its 
Founder. 


In 1831 George Maple and fam ily 
cam e from Cabin Creek , K entuck y, 
to w hat is 
nowT k nown as M aples’ 
Corner, in northeastern Rush county, 
Indiana. 
He had been preceded a few 
years by liis son John, 
He was the 
grandfather of John D. Maple, Mrs. 
Lewis Fletcher, Mrs. David Manlove 
and Mrs. John Toms, all now residing 
in or near tha t neighborhood. 
He 
first worshipped w ith the Lewisville 
church and was elected elder soon 
after joining them. 
As the years 
passed he desired a house of worship 
nearer and decided to build one. 
Mrs. 
Jane D inw iddie, grandm other of John 
D. Maple, who was then living on the 
farm now owned by J. K. Sm ith, of 
Cam bridge City, donated a lot for 
house and cemetery. 
Upon this was 
erected w ith the help of the members, 
a log church in 1842. 
F or five years 
they held services here when the m em ­ 
bership having by G od’s blessing in­ 
creased, it was thought best to build a 
fram e church. 
This was done in 1847 
a t the cost of eleven hundred ($ 
1100 ) 
dollars, and was dedicated Dec. 3 of 
tha t year. We doubt not, that that l i t ­ 
tle congregation of devout souls, felt 
just as happy and proud of their new 
house as the m odern woi shipper feels 
today in his 
costly church. 
This 
house was repaired several times and 
used until May 1st, 19 04, a period of 
alm ost fifty-six years. 
John Maple, 
the son, was elected elder in 1854, and 
Isaac, the second son upon the death 
of his father, Which occurred in 1800, 
having served up to alm ost the tim e of 
his death. 
So this grand old Christan 
had two sons, four grandsons, tw o son- 
in-laws elders in this and other P res­ 
byterian churches. 
“ F or the promise 
is unto you, and your children, and to 
all that are afar off, even as the Lord 
our God shall c a ll.’’ 


He lived to a ripe old age blest and 
sustained by his unfaltering trust, in 
his heavenly father and his son Jesus 
Christ. 
“ E ’en down to old age my people 
shall prove, 
My sovereign, eternal, unchangeable 
lov e ; 
And thou, when gray hairs shall their 
temples adorn, 
Lik e laml>s they shall still in my 
bosom be born. ” 
In 19 03, David Manlove, a grand ­ 
son -in-lawT, decided to erect a substan­ 
tial building that would perpetuate 
tiiis church for m any years to come 
ami honor his heavenly Father. 
When 
he made this desire k nown, the m em ­ 
bership rallied to his support and old 
and young, w ith w illing hands a s­ 
sisted. 
Never was a house of worship 
erected w ith less strife or confusion. 
“ They brought their tithes into the 
store house and the Lord blest them .” 
In addition to the lot given by Jane 
D inw iddie, John G ephart and wife 
donated enough ground joining for 
the newT building, and upon this high­ 
er ground the church was placed at a 
cost of six thousand dollars. 
It is a 
very solid building of stone and brick 
and entirely modern in style. 
It was 
dedicated May 1st by Revs. VanDyk e, 
B eattie and Carson. 
The day was 
beautiful in springtim e freshness and 
friends came from far and near to pa r­ 
ticipate. 
“ May the blessing of Je ho­ 
vah rest upon and abide in this new 
tabernacle.” 
The good seed which 
was sown 
in 1842 
fell upon good 
ground and has brought forth fifty 
and a hundred fold. 
“ I love Thy church, O, God! 
H er walls before Thee stand, 
D ear as the apple of Thine eye 
And graver on Thine ha nd .”
